Honorable Donald W. Webber, Au- 
burn, Maine, Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Maine and 
First Moderator of the United Churen 
of Christ, will be the keynote speaker 
at the 10th annual sessions of the 
Southeast Convention. 

During his two-year term of office 
as moderator, Judge Webber will pre- 
side at the sessions of the General Sy- 
nod of the United Church, which is the 
union of the Evangelical and Reform- 
ed and Congregational Christian Chur- 
ches. He also serves ex-officio on the 
Executive Council of the denomination. 
As representative of the fellowship of 
the United Church, he visits local 
churches, associations, and conferences. 

In addition to being elected modera- 
tor of the United Church, Judge Web- 
ber also was elected to the Board for 
Homeland Ministries. He is active in 
local and regional as well as national 
affairs of the denomination. A deacon 
of High Street Congregational Church, 
Auburn, Me., he also teaches a church 
school class of more than 50 high school 
students. He is a trustee of the Congre- 
gational Christian Conference of Maine. 

On the national scene, Judge Web- 
ber has served on the executive com- 
mittee on the board of directors of the 
Board of Home Missions of the Con- 
gregational Christian Churches and as 
chairman of the Board’s American 
Missionary Association and Higher Ed- 
ucation Division. 

Born in Auburn, November 19, 1906, 
Judge Webber practiced law there from 
1931 to 1948 with time out for service 
as an officer in the United States Navy 
during World War II. He was a Justice 
of the Superior Court of Maine from 
1948 to 1953 when he went to the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. A graduate of 
Bowdoin College in 1927, he received 
his law degree from Harvard in 1931. 

Judge and Mrs. Webber (the former 
Miss Lucy Nourse) have two children, 
George C. Webber, who practices law

Carolyn P. Welch, moderator, 
Mrs. A. D. Harry, secretary (Lanett, 
Ala.), W. J. Strickland, treasurer (At- 
lanta), and Rev. J. H. Lightbourne Jr., 
superintendent (Atlanta) are the of- 
ficers of the convention. 


Dr. James E. Wagner 
To Ursinus College 


Election of Rev. Dr. James E. Wag- 
ner, Philadelphia, as vice-president of 
Ursinus College was announced recent- 
ly by Dr. Donald L. Helfferich, presi- 
dent of the College. 

Dr. Wagner, former co-president of 
the United Church of Christ, wil in- 
augurate a program that will “seek to 
interpret the role of the church related 
college to the church and the commun- 
ity,” President Helfferich said. 

“Ursinus College hopes that through 
Dr. Wagner’s efforts we can augment 
our standards of excellence and dem- 
onstrate how Christian higher education 
can serve the needs of our time. 

“Dr. Wagner’s position as one of the 
most respected leaders of the ecumen- 
ical movement, his widespread exper- 
ience as an administrator and his fa- 
miliarity with higher education make 
him eminently qualified to lead us in 
our ecumenical growth at Ursinus,” he 
concluded. 

Dr. Wagner announced that he will 
continue to act as president of the 
General Council of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. The Council is the 
Board of Trustees for the legal cor- 
poration of the denomination, the ma- 
jor remaining vestige of the communion 
which in 1957 united with the Congre- 


gational Christian Churches to form 
the United Church of Christ. 

Dr. Wagner was president of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church 


from September 1, 1953, until the po- 
sition was superseded by the adoption 
of the Constitution of the United Chur- 
ch. He was elected co-president of the 
latter denomination upon its formation. 

Dr. Wagner is a graduate of Findlay, 
Ohio, College and Lancaster Theolog- 
ical Seminary and did post-graduate 
work at Lebanon Valley College, Co- 
lumbia University and Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary, New York. He holds 
honorary degrees from the Reformed 
Theological Academy of Budapest, 
Hungary, Chicago Theological Semi- 
nary, Ursinus College, Franklin and 
Marshall College, Heidelberg College, 
and Findlay College. 

In 1958 the government ot West Ger- 
many awarded Dr. Wagner the Knight 
Commander’s Cross of the Order of 
Merit. 

He is vice-president of the World Al- 
liance of Reformed and Presbyterian 
Churches and a member of the General 
Board of the National Council of the

Contributions to the Christian High- 
er Education Fund are not included. 
The Woman’s Gift offerings are in- 
cluded in the totals for “Church Un- 
designated”. The figures given repre- 
sent OCWM contributions sent to the 
convention and direct to the national 
boards, 

For those statistically inclined. it is 
interesting to note that: 

44 churches increased 

8 remained the same 

23 gave less 

35 gave nothing 

6 are inactive 

Of the 110 active churches in the 
ecnvention, 75 supported OCWM and 
35 Cid not. 

There is cause for rejoicing. Once 
again our support of OCWM increased. 
Over the past four years the increase 
has averaged approximately $2000 per 
year. Progress has been made. 

There is also cause for concern. In 
the same four years the subsidy from 
the Board of Home Missions has de- 
creased by $8000. The convention’s 
share of OCWM has increased $5294. 

This means that in 1961 there was 
$2706 less available for the convention 
budget than in 1957. Had the OCWM 
increase been at the rate of $3000 per 
year according to our goal this prob- 
lem would not have to be faced. 

1962 is a crucial year. Our Program 
of Progress is at stake. Let us support 
OUR CHRISTIAN WORLD: MISSION 
at home and abroad.

During the period March 17-28 Miss 
Blalock will address eight different area 
rallies within the convention and in the 
process will journey over most of Ala- 
bama and Georgia and into Tennessee. 

Miss Blalock, now in this country on 
furlough, first went out to Mahasa- 
mund in the Middle Province of India 
in 1939 as a representative of the E- 
vangelical and Reformed Church, now 
a part of the United Church of Christ. 
For almost a quarter of a century she 
has given outstanding service among 
the women and young girls of the towns 
and villages of the region. 

She was educated at Kohn High 
School, New Orleans, Louisiana; the 
Biblical Seminary, New York City; Ed- 
en Theological Seminary, St. Louis; the 
Scarritt College Rural Center, Nash- 
ville; and Cornell University, New 
York. 

In India she has been active with the 
Women’s Committee, responsible for 
planning the program of the women’s 
guilds in local churches; and with the 
Christian Home Committee, which sets 


up training institutes for leaders for —~ 


the Christian, home work programs.
